Yet France at the present ent is face 
to face with the gravest peril that can menace 

ocracy or any form of government. The 
law has bowed before the mob in more than 
one disturbed district with the inevitable 
result, Rebellion is begun and anarchy 
threatens to follow swiftly, not only at the 
snes of prevailing riots, but in Paris itself. 
The attention of the world cannot fail te 
® concentrated on the tremendous object 
eson in modern statecraft which France 
iil be compelled to finish in the next few 
ays. | 

! Ominous Signs Witnessed. 

‘The question whether the government dare 
use its own weapons in the emergency is in- 
creasing the belief it does not, which makes 
the danger really great. Many preparations 
are being made for an eventuality. Alarm 
has reached many foreign visitors through 
the consulates, and strangers ate preparing 
te leave. 

The hotels are laying in large stores of pro- 
visions, and banks are sending the bulk of 
their securities out of the country. The 
bourse continues weak, but the tendency 
tq ward a panic thus far has been avoided. 
Everything, in fact, depends upon whether 
those whose duty it is to maintain law and 
oder quickly show determination sternly to 
execute their task. 

It is a grave crisis, but no worse than would 
arise in any country if an arm of the law 
suddenly was paralyzed, Those who threaten 
tao overthrow republican inetitutions are a 
small proportion of the citizens. The bulk 
their apparent supporters are misguided, 
p> workingmen, who are not at heart 
ehermies of France of ite government. They 
ate just as dangerous in the present moment, 


véeding army. 


Perilous for New Cabinet. 


The dimeulties of the government in the 
present crisis are enormous, but they laGrely 
are of its own making. |The causes which 
will decide the result of the pending election 
lie not in the past but in the intervening ten 
days before the country goes tp the polls 
These ten days will be pregnant with events 
of deep signifiance for the future of France. 

One significant sign of the weakness of the 
government is its puerility. It is regularly 
censuring press telegrams in the hope of pre- 
venting the facts from getting abroad. Two 
dispatches were stopped in the last two days. 
It has been necessary to; send this digpatch 
by messenger to London. 

The situation is of such vast importance 
yet so simple withal that it is necessary to 
review briefly ite meer and develop- 


ment. 


Sincere Desire tor Benes. 

France is not anarchistic, revolutionary, or 
even socialistic in its general public senti- 
ment any more than America, England. or 
Germany. The country honestly believes in 
républican principles. The sincere desire 
far peace by the French people has been 
amply demonstrated by their splendid re- 
straint under German provocation during 
the last year. 

ince the retirement of Prime Minister 
faldeck Rousseau the country has not had 
a strong government in its internal adminis- 
tration. Weakness first manifested itself 
in tolerance of verbal defiance of law. Even 
President Loubet on onejoccasion permitted 
red flag to pass him in 4 procession without 
protest. Virtual treason had been talked 
openly in certain quarters for months. There 
will de attempts made to:connect the present 


labor insurrection and agitation against the 


religious separation law. The only effect is 

a bad example. It was in dealing with rioters 
who opposed the authorities in taking in- 
vontories of church property that the gov- 

efnment first openly condoned violent defi- 
ance of law. Citisens who flagrantly as- 
saulted public officers and soldiers and who 
refused to obey orders were allowed to go 
scot free. Attempts to enforce the law in 
districts where it especially is unpopular 
finally were abandoned entirely under the 
plea of inexpediency. 

All Foes of Regime Active. 

It is a foregone conclusion that this suc- 
cessful defiance of law should encourage agi- 
tators of various types to press forward their 
schemes of undermining the government, 
All enemies of the present régime, though 
there is no direct codperation, advanced to the 
attack simultaneously. Royalists, clericals, 
anarchists, and socialists are reinforced by 
the great bogy of organized labor, whose 
rank and file are not enemies of the republic, 
but whose unscrupulous leaders seized the 
opportunity to press demands which Ley 
knew were impossible of attainment in ordi- 
nary times, 

An unnetural alliance of inharmonious 
groups known as the bloc has gained control 
of the government and elected Fallieres pres- 
ident of the republic, It is known Clemenceau 
is the power behind the throne. Opposition is 
so strong it is thought by Clemenceau’s own 
supporters among labor leadets that the 
chance is a good one to demand concessions. 
Clemenceau is not a socialist, but always has 
posed as a stanch supporter of organized 
labor. He and the government may ve ex- 
pected to say presently that the agitation in 
the country is not the work of true labor 
unions, but the result of a plot among the 
enemies of the republic with a reyolutionary 
object; Really there is no 2 eg ee of any 
such coalition. 


Limit to Toleration. 

When Clemenceau came into power six 
weeks ago every one expected a stern, Dra- 
conic administration. e has been known 
for twenty years as the lion ot French pol- 
ies.

Parlor Reformer Is Hit. 


“Then there is another emotional class 
who note abuses and yearn for radical 
changes, who seek to be governor by the 
law of love only.

Francisco, Cal.:; April 23.—H. C. Tu- 
den, one of the most prominent members of 
the general relief committee, was shot and 


almost instantly killed in his automobile 
about 12 o’clock last night: while returning 


from Menlo park by men supposed to be 


members of the citizens’ patrol. . 
Fugo Alltschul, a coachman, who was in 
the automobile, was cut in the face by a 


| bullet and another ball pierced the seat 


and struck R. G. Seaman, acting lieutenant 
of the Second company ef the signal corps, 
in the back. The force of the bullet had 
been spent and Seaman, who had been de- 
tailed on special duty with Tilden, picked 
the ball out of his cartridge belt. Theshoot- 
ing occurred at Twenty-second and Guer- 
rero streets. Three men suspected of having 
done the shooting were arrested and turned 
over to Gen. Funston. The killing has cre- 
ated the greatest indignation. 

Tilden was a prominent commission mer- 
chant of this city, a member of Gov. Par- 
dees staff, and was one of the foremost 
workers in the general relief work. He had 
taken his three children and a nurse from 
the Fourteen Mile house, where they had 
been since the earthquake, to Menlo Park, 
where he has a summer cottage. His auto- 
mobile had been used as an ambulance in 
conveying sick and wounded to the hos- 
pitals and was carrying the Red Cross flag, 
partly displayed, on his car. Besides this he 
had the Red Cross insignia on his right arm. 


Challenged by Patrol. 

According to Acting Lieutenant ‘Seaman, 
Tilden left Menlo Park about 8 o'clock. At 
Twenty-eighth and Guerrero streets they 
were challenged by the first chain of patrols, 
And, upon calling out Red Cross, were 
allowed to pass. At Twenty-fifth street a 
second guard challenged them and imme- 
diately gave way upon perceiving the Red 
Cross . Crossing Twenty-second street 
at about fifteen miles an hour, according to 
Seaman, six men stood in the middle of the 
road, separating when the car got within 
fifty feet of them. When within ten feet of 
the guard, Seaman claims, they began shoot- 

g without warning or challenging and 

ept up firing after the car had passed them. 
Shots from in front took no effect, with the 
exception of a bullet grazing the face of 
Tilden’s friends. 
The machine had gone about fifty feet 
past the patrol,” said Seaman, *‘ when the 
car stopped suddenly. Tilden fell over to- 
wards me, saying, ‘ Well, they got me—they 
killed me,’ flopped back in the seat, and 
rolled out of the car. I sprang up and fired 
five shots in quick succession at those who 
were still shooting behind us. About the 
same time that Tilden fell in my lap a bullet 
struck me in the back and nearly knocked 
me out of the seat. I put my hand to my 
cartridge belt and picked out the bullet which 


came through the seat. The man who did 


the shooting. was in khaki uniform. A doc- 
tor came running from a house nearby, and, 
after examining Tilden, sald he was dead. 
Several policemen came running up and 
arrested two of the men who did the shoot-

Two hundred men, women,, and children 
attending an entertainment given by Fort 
Dearborn lodge, Daughters of Columbia, fied 
pani¢ stricken last night from the ballroom 
in the rear of the Westminster hotel. 426-428 
North Clark street, when they were notified 
that fire had started in Godfrey Johnson's 
automobile garage, on the first floor of the 
building. They struggled with one another 
on the stalrways of the two exits, and it 
was only by hard work that several of the 
members were able to persuade them to take 
their time. On reaching the yard the women 
and children enteréd the hotel corridor, and 
their entrance there caused some excitement 
among the guests, many of whom hurried to 
tieir rooms and degan moving their valua- 
Dies. 

Several women on the top floor of the hotel 
had by this time seen the flames as they 
bust through the windows of the garage, 
and they climbed: out on the fire escape. 
They were about to climb down when a bell 
boy appeared and told them there was no 
dunger. 

The fire in the garage caused $20,000 dam- 
age. Three automobiles were burned, one 
of them belonging. to Postmaster Busse’s 
brother, George, who bought it last week 
for $5,000. There were fifty or more vehicles 
iv the garage, and only the hard work of the 
firemen saved them from destruction.

Engineers, Firemen, and Pumpmen in

The demands of the miners that this class 
of workmen be paid the scale’ in force in 
1908 have not been granted by the operators, 
despite repeated threats of the union to call 
the caretakers out and operators expect more 
strikes of the same nature to follow the walk- 
out in the O'Gara mines. 

It will’ be neovessary,; the operators gay, to 
fill the places of such strikers with nonunion 
men in order to protect the property fram 
destruction. Such a step naturally would 
lead, they assert, to the employment of non- 
union miners.

DROWN A SHA IN A HULK 


SHIP USED FOR NAVAL TRAINING 
PURPOSES FOUNDERS. 


Sailing Vessel Tarns Turtle When 
Launched and Most of Its Officers 
Resign After First Voyage, Declar- 
ing It Topheavy—Thirty-five Lives 
Lost-—Twenty-six Are Rescued by 
French Bark in the ay of Bis 
cay. 


LONDON, April 28.—The Count de Smet de

ROJESTVENSKY. TO BE TRIED. 


Russian Admiral Defeated by Togo Will 
Be Court Martialed with His 
Officers. 


ST. PETERSBURG, April 238.—Rojest- 
vensky will be tried by court martial. The 
special commission which has been investi- 
gatifig the naval battle of Tsushima straits, 
in which the Russian fleet was destroyed by 
Admiral Togo, has reported in favor of court- 
martialing all the officers who were on board 
the torpedo boat destroyer Bedovi, to which 
Vice Admiral Rojestvensky was transferred 
after the disabling of his flagship, for sur- 
rendering the vessel.

This outburst naturally was treated with 
treat toleration until it speedily exhausted 
itself. Then popular wrath turned against 
the mine owners and the strike began. Some 
demands of the men were reasonable and 
the companies promptly announced thetr 
‘willingnesa to comply with them. It readily 
may be admitted the miners had genuine 
gtievances in some respects which ought to 
have been redressed long ago. | 

Clemenceau visited the district and en- 
deavoread to perguade the strikers to accept 
‘conditions and return te work. Up to that 
point he acted wisely and courageously. His 


| well known sympathy with such movement 


gave his personal influence great weight. 
He might have succeeded, but two develop- 
ments prevented. First, several survivors 
of the disaster, brought to ight three weeks 
after the accident, disclosed the fact that 
many more might have been rescued if tue 
work had been intelligently conducted. The 
‘miners became convinced the companiés de- 
liberately sacrificed many lives by covering 
certain shafts in order to smother the fire. 
This is untrue, but the idea naturally in- 
furiated the populace. 


Professional Agitators Busy. 


Then came professional agitators from 
Paris, who systematically went about 
spreading sedition and seeking to change the 
movement from an ordinary strike into a 
general ineurrection. This change in the 
situation was sudden and distinctly radical. 
It should have been met by a similar change 
of policy by the government. High handed 
outrages committed soon developed into a 
reign of terror. More than 40,000 men joined 
in open defiance of the law and its repre- 
sentatives. 

Few troops were sent at first. Their orders 
were to remain concealed in public buildings 
and certain mining properties. When mat- 
ters became worse more soldiers were sent. 
Their instructions were to show themselves 


a 


for moral effect, but on no account to use 


their arms, even in self-defense. They were 
passively to defend public buildings and cer- 
tain mines, but. ordinary private property 
was to be left at the mercy of the mob. The 
rioters speedily took advantage of this li- 
censed lawlessness. They destroyed every- 
thing they Gould lay their hands on, including 
railway and telegraph lines, looted shops, 
and burned houses. 

Then matters reached a’ pase which was 
almost incredible. The mob attacked the 
troops in the streets, pelting them with a 
fusillade of bricks, stones, and other mis- 
siles. One or two were killed and many 
wounded. The heavy brass helméts which 
protected the heads of the culrassiers were 
battered out of shape and hundreds of troop- 
ers more or less hurt. 


Marvelous Test of Discipline. 

What other troops in the world, with 
Weapons of revenge in their hands, their 
fingers on the triggers, would have réfrained 
from pouring death volleys into the ranks 
of their unprovoked assailants? The French 
soldiers stood this marvelous test of dis- 
cipline and the mob escaped unscathed. Ex- 
periences at Pas de Calais during the last 
week has shown the stuff of which the 
French army is composed in a manner which 
pliould excite world wide admiration. 

The men composing the military force in 
the district is from a dfstant part of France. 
The no sympathy strikers had not the small- 
est doubt they would gladly obey the orders 
to. suppress the rebellion. Their courage 
under most trying circumstances is in strong 
contrast to the pusillanimity of their civil su- 
périors, who deprived them of the right to 
defend the laws. 

The Temps thus described one of thése 
engagements: 

During the night numbers of strikers 
from Denain assembled at Wallers for the 
purpose of correcting some miners for re- 
suming work. 

The troops in the village only consisted 
of a squad of the Thirteentn cuirassiers 
from Chartres and several brigades of gen- 
darmerie. Nevertheless, they advanced 
against the insurgents, but were received 
with showers of stones, and two culraéelers 
were wounded. The insurgents proceeded to 
destroy. the furniture in houses and re- 
caleltrünt workmen after warde proceeded 
to effect the rescue of three of their com- 
rades who had been taken prisoners to Have- 
luy, approaching which village they num- 
pered 3,000, Light cavalry sought to check 
their entrance, but were overwhelmed with 
showers of stone and several of them were 
unhorsed. 


Raids by the Strikers. 

The strikers broke into a house and came 
out armed with empty bottles with which to 
renew the assault, and forced the cavalry to 
retire. The crowd entered the village tri- 
umphantly singing the Iusurge, which 
has replated the Internationale a8 a 
war song. Houses occupied by werkers im- 
mediately were wrecked amid savage joy. 

Two squadrons of the Thirteenth cuiras- 
siers arrived and were received with a storm 
of broken bottles and bricks. They pas- 
sively sat on their horses, being unable to 
deploy in the narrow street. Half an hour 
was taken to get possession of the first bar- 
ricade. Culrassiers slowly advanced against 
the yelling mob, being hit, abused and cursed 
on all sides. The order finally was given to 
draw swords, after many had been wounded. 
helmets steve in, cuirasses dented, and 
horses covered with blood. Twenty times 
the soldiers gallantly charged in vain, for 
the crowd reformed, sending avalanches of 
missiles. Several groups of soldiers &ppearad

Minister Again to Scene. 

When this point in the rebellion had been 
reached the Hon of French politics was pree- 
ent. The minister of the interior went once 
more to the disturbed districts. He told the 
leaders of the strike they really must not 
act in this ent way. He even went so 
far as to int te if things got much worse 
the soldiers might be compelled to use their 
weapons. At the close of his visit there was 
an amazing scene. M. Clemenceau walked 
in & friendly way down the street with a 
largé company of revolutionists. There was 
a red flag in the group and some sang the 
seditious song, Internationale.“ They met 
a column of cavalry and Clemenceau’s com- 
panhions joined in loud hisees and jeers and 
the minister of the interior listened in silence. 

It is not to be wondered at that the move- 
ment is spreading like wildfire among all 
malcontents in the country. Great strikes 
now are in progress at Brest, Toulon, and 
most of the seaports. Every preparation has 
been made in Paris for a general outbreak 
on May day or earlier. ä 


Gravity of Situation Apparent. 

Some idea of the extremity of the situation 
and some notion of the gravity of the crisis 
reached may be gained from extracts from 
the Temps, the most serious paper in France. 
Under the caption of Mauvaiso Strategie 
yesterday the paper said: 

The insurrection gains in violence. Each 
day records a new victory for the revolution- 
ary strategists. On Friday morning at Hav- 
eluy they routed two squadrons, seriously 
wounding a captain and several troopers. 
At nightfall they seized the village of Lievin, 
occupied the railway, tore up gas lamps and 
telegraph posts, and planted a red flag in the 
ruim ot a burned house. Thus the revolu- 
tionary standard files from victory to vic- 
tory, one day throwing its protective color 
over the minister’s head and the ne&t day 
demonstrating the powerlessness of the same 
minister to combat against it. 

“Clemenceau’s prestige falled to subdue 
the anarchistic hordes. He alone will be 
the sole person astonishedat this. When one 
is mister, of the Interior it is less important 
ne's self than to give the neces- 
sary orde than orders can be given from 
Paris. M. aldeck-Rousseau invariably di- 
rected strikes from this city. It is no injus- 
tice to M. Clemenceau to add that he also 
could have better directed them. Further- 
more, can one say that Clemenceau directs 
them? Rather he lets them direct him, 
therein lying the whole novelty of his sys- 


tom.“ 
Point to Grievous Error. 


The columns of the newspapers are un- 
necessary to demonstrate this. The Aurore, 
which today seeks to do so, is obliged to avow 
that the minister of the interior’s generous 
attempt is not received from either side 
with the reception it deserved. It is only the 
wrong efforts that failed thus pitiably. Some 
one has more wit than the minister. That 
one ig every one. Furthermore, the facts 
talk eloquently. The dead and wounded at- 
test. Clemenceau’s error. He at the same 
time has committed an error of diplomacy 
and error of tactics in this unlucky strike 
affair. His initial error in diminishing the 
importance of Deputy Basly's impersonality 
is weakening his authority. 

Had Clemenceau taken the trouble to in- 
struct himself ere acting he would have 
learned of Basley’s moderating influence over 
the miners, but in his haste he personally 
overcome the difficulty. He started without 
a guide, going directly to Broutchoux, favor- 
ing by his presence anarchy and direct action 
in pillaging. It its reported that, arriving 
lately at Lens, he greeted Basly with ‘I am 
not pleased with you.’ Since Basly repre- 
sents a peaceful strike and Broutchoux is a 
revolutionary strike, Clemenceau ought to 
have visited the former and not the latter. 
As to the method of maintaining order, his 
Idea ig no less regrettable. Indeed, it ts full 
time to alter the method. What is wanted is 
fewer useless words and more action.” 


Regret for Lack of Decision. 
Even the Humanite itself, not without 
irony, seeks to spare Clemenceau so many 
jourfieye, for it says we are not at all con- 
vineed of their utility or object.” At the same 
time Aurore regrets the great voice of the 
well known Humanite is not heard reproving

GAPON IN CHURCH PRISON? 


FRIENDS CLAIM HE IS IN HANDS. 
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Is for Forsaking Priestly Order 
Common Law Wife of Revolution- 
ist Petitions to Have Prison Named

ST. PETERSBURG, April 23.—That Father 
Gapon has not fallen into the hands of the 
revolutionists but into those of the holy 
synod, which condemned him to indefinite 
imprisonment, for forsaking priestly orders, 
in one of the many gloomy monasteries used 
by the church as prisons, the friends of the 
former priest claim to have information. 


Many Cases of Living Death. 

The most famous is the monastery of 

olovietz, on an island in White lake, in the 
far north, where the metropolitan, Phillip, 
was imprisoned and killed in the sixteenth 
century. There have been many other cases 
of men being knmured and disappearing for- 
ever, Father Gapon's common law wife, it 
is alleged, petitioned the synod to name his 
prison and for mitigation of the sentence. 


Reported to Have Been Hanged. 

LONDON, April 23.—An extraordinary 
story is published by the Manchester Guard- 
lan today from a correspondent.in Russia 
asserting that Father Gapon was hanged se- 
cretly April 10 by four revolutionists Who 
overheard him admit he was spying on his 
former revolutionary colleagues in behalf of 
the Russian police.

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MAN AND WIRE END LIVES 


ILL-HEALTH DRIVES COUPLE TO 
FULFILL A SUICIDE COMPACT. 


Bodies of Mr. and Mra. Herman Was- 

ner Are Found in Their Home and 
Note Tells of Resolve to Be Asphyx- 
fated Rather than to Be Killed by 
Shooting—Young Husband, Failing 
in Effort at Reconciliation, Takes 
Carbolic Acid. 


After having determined to end their lives 
by asphyxiation rather than by shooting 
Herman C. Wagner, aged 87, and his wife 
Martha, aged , 682 Osgood street, died last 
evening in their home. Their bodies, fully 
dressed, were found by the man’s father-in- 
law, CRaries Topp, who resides in the same 
building. Beside the bodies was a note writ- 
ten by Wagner telling of their resolve to 
commit suicide. Both were deepondent over 
iil health. 

Writes of Resolve to Die. 

They returned April 2 from a trip to Ari- 
zona, previous to which the husband had 
been forced to abandon his work as a shoe 
salesman. 

The note read: 

Dear Mother and Family: We have made up our 
minds to die; we wanted to shoot ourselves but 
couldn't do that, so we thought it best to turn on 
the gas and be done with this life. Martha is sick 
and so am I. As ever, your children.

Police of the Sheffield avenue station noti- 
fied the coroner of the suicides. 

Mrs. Wagner lay on the bed, and because 
of the disordered condition of her clothing 
had évidently struggled before being over- 
come. A policeman found a loaded revolver 
onthe floor. 

“T went downtown and did not return home 
until after 7 o'clock in the evening, said 
Popp to the police. I did not see my daugh- 
ter or her husband and I thought they were 
out. After several hours I became uneasy 
and went to the flat and sought to enter. 
The doors and windows were locked. As I 
was about to leave I detected a faint odor of 
gas. It was then that my suspicions were 
aroused’ and I at once telephoned to the police. 


Young Husband Attempts Suicide. 

After failing in an eff6rt to effect a recon- 
ciliation with his wife, from whom he sepa- 
rated three weeks ago, Jeremiah Cummings, 
22 years old, 117 Park avenue, attempted 
to commit suicide last evening by drinking 
carbolic acid. He was found in Garfield 
park, near West Madison street and Homan 
avenue, by apoliceman. He was revived and 
later told the potice of the unhappiness that 
led to hisattempt.

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STRIKE Horns ARE SHOT 


DEPUTY SHERIFFS AT KENOSHA, 
WIS., FIRE ON MOB. 


Walkout at N. R. Allen Sone’ Tan- 
nery Started by Laborers, Who De- 
mand 50 Cents a Week Advance in 
Pay—6G00 More Employes Join 
Them and Later Attack as Many 
Mere Who Remained at Work 
Plant to Be Closed Today. 


A force of deputy sheriffs and police & 
guarfiing the big tannery of N. R. Allen Sons’ 
company in Kenosha, where strike riots last 
evening resulted in the injury of 4 dozen or 
mord men employed at the plant. 

The strikers marched to the factory and 
broke doors and windows with clubs. and 
stones. They were repulsed by watchmen, 
who fire@ a fusillade of shots into the strik- 
ers ranks. Several men fell, but were car- 
ried away by their companions, and it is im 
possible to learn the extent of their injurtes. 

Bernard MeGivern, roreman at the tan- 
nery, and August Becker, a night watchman, 
were caught by the crowd, dragged from the 
building. and beaten. Becker is seriously 
hurt; while McGivern suffered a broken arm, 

Mayor James Gorman of Kenosha person: 
ally took command of the police and deputr 
Sheriffs, anda patrol was posted around the 
plant, which covers several acres. Anothe: 
attack is expected this mcrning, and Mayor 
Gorman is ready to call upon the governor 
to send the state militia to the scene to quel! 
the disturbances. 


Strike Started by 150 Laborers. 
The trouble started in the morning when 
150 Jaborers employed in the tannery yards 
quit; work because they were refused an 
ineréase in wages of 50 cents a week. Out 
of sympathy with the laborers 600 other em- 
ployés of the tannery struck, The rest of th: 

1,200 workmen refused to join the strike. 
After a massmeeting held at noon the strik 
ers, most of whom are Russians, formed 
column and marched to the plant to force the 
remainder of the men to lay down their tools. 
Charles W. Allen, a director of the compan), 
succeeded in pacifying the men temporarily 
and they agreed to stay athome. Later they 
returned, armed with sticks and stones, and, 
beating in windows and doors, proceeded to 
attack the employés who remained at work. 


Sheriffs Stop the Riot. 

Deputy sheriffs were sworn in and under 
command of the chief of police hastened to 
the tannery. When they arrived thestrikers 
had succeeded in driving the right gang of 
workmen from the buildings and were pur- 
suing them through the tannery yards. Then 
they turned on the night watehmen. who had 
stuck by their posts. The latter fired on the 
mob just as the deputies came up and with 
the aid of the latter succeeded in dispersing 
the ¢rowd. 

Mr, Allen announced that no attempt will be 
made today to reopen the plant, as it is be- 
lieved such a move would incite further riot- 
ing. The Allen tannery Is the largest manu- 
facturing institution in Kenosha. It recently 
was purchased by the Central Leather com- 


pany.

How Roads May Be Reached, 

The railroads of the United States are not 
‘incorporated by any federal license. The 
United States government, however, has su- 
pre control of interstate commerce, and 
evety rallroad is bound by the provisions of 
the interstate commerce law and all its 
amendments, including, of course, the N- 
kins law, which specifically forbids the giv- 
ing of rebates and punishes the man who 
receives them just as much as the corpora- 
tion which gives them. There are a hun- 
dred and one things the railroads are com- 
pelled to do under the interstate commerce 
law, and the principle laid down by Justice 
Brown evidently gives the federal. ggvern- 
ment the right to examine all the records 
of all thé railroads to determine whether 
they have obeyed the interstate commerce 
law and the anti-trust law as well. 

It is believed at the department of justice 
that such an extensive system of combina- 
tion as has been necessary -to control the 
anthracite and bituminous coal trade of the 
east for so many years and so absolutely 
must necessarily be set out at length and 
in the utmost detail in the records of the 
different corporations. To get at this docu- 
mentary evidence is the task which has 
been set for Mr. Hughes, and he has been 
promised the most complete codperation on 
the -part of the government officials, witb 
the belief that he will do even better than 
he did in the insurance investigation and 
conduct a series of prosecutions which will 
pile up fines of thousands, of tens of 
thousends of dollars, so as to break up the 
whole criminal coal combination on the part 
of the rajlroads, open up coal mining to in- 
dependent operators, and give the consumers 
the benefit. 


How Business Is Divided. 


Actual investigation of the railroads will 
continue by the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, which resumed its hearings today, when 
T. B. Hobart, freight agent of the Norfolk 
and Western, admitted that up to as late as 
March 16 and for a period of two or three 
years before that, his road and the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio had operated under an agree- 
ment by which certain coal territory was di- 
vided between them. 

The witnessed admitted that the agree- 
ment was dissolved March 16 only because 
of the threat of publicity following upon the 
passage of resolutions by congress providing 
for the investigation that is now going on: 

This testimony, taken today, apparently 
is enough of itself to justify the prosecution 
of those two railroad companies under the 
anti-trust law. At any rate it will be enough 
to give Mr. Hughes another lead of the kind 
he is looking for. 

It's a big contract for any man, but if noth- 
ing more is done Mr. Hughes is certain to 
throw a flood of light into the operations of 
the coal carrying roads, and before he gets 
through he may have some big eastern trunk 
line railroad officials on the run.”

RAISE FOR POSTOFFICE CLERKS. 


Senator Hopkins Introduces Bill Put- 
ting Chicago Employes og Same 
Basis as Those of New York. 


Washington, D. C., April 23.— [Special. 
Senator Hopkins telegraphed to Postmaster 
Busse today requesting him to come to Wash- 
ington te appear before a meeting of the 
senate committee on postoffices and post 
roads on Wednesday morning. The post- 
master will be relied upon to give the com- 
mittee evidence in support of the increase 
of the clerical force of the Chicago postoffice, 
which was granted by the house in the 
regular postoffice appropriation bill. 

He will also make an argument for an 
amendment which Senator Hopkins proposes 
to introduce, providing for an increase in the 
salaries of some of the employés of the 
office, so that in the matter of pay the postal 
employé in Chicago shall be on the same 
basis as those in New York. 


SETTLES BOUNDARY DISPUTE. 


United States Supreme Court Fixes 
Line Between States of Illinois 
and Iowa. 


Washington, D. C., April 23.—[{Special.]— 
The Supreme court of the United States set- 
tled for all time today the boundary dispute 
between the states of Iowa and Illinois. This 
dispute was before the Supreme court thir- 
teen years ago, and the court fixed the 
boundary and ordered the appointment of a 
commission to delimitate the line. The at- 
torneys generalof thetwo states entered into 
a stipulation and filed it with the court de- 
claring that the boundary should le directly 
along the middie of the main channel of the 
Mississippi river at the place where the nine 
bridges mentioned in the original decree cross 
the river. The court made today a decree in 
accordance with this stipulation. 


WANTS WAR TAXES RETURNED, 


Senator Elkins Champion of Chicago and 
Milwaukee Heirs Who Wish Money 
Paid Government by E®tates. 


Washington, D. C., April 28.—[ Special. 1 
Senator Elkins of West Virginia introduced 
a bill in the senate today directing the secre- 
tary of the treasury to return the amount 
of the war inheritance taxes paid by the 
estates of the following persons, who died 
in 1898: Jennie G. Withrow, Horace 8. 
Smith, Voluntine C. Turner, and Hermann 
Vogler, all of Chicago, and Samuel Birken- 
wald of Milwaukee. The senator had no per- 
sonal interest in the measure, he said, but in- 
troduced it by request.

Corporate Power in Legislation. 

“I would not be unfair. The bill has neith- 
er ill intent nor high purpose. ency 
seems to have been the controlling factor in 
framing it. 

The history of the last thirty years of 
struggle for just and equitable legislation 
demonstrates that the powerful combinations 
of or ized wealth and special interests 
have had an overbalancing control in state 
and national legislation. 

For a generation the American people 
have watched the growth of this power in 
legislation. Against the natural laws of 
trade and commerce is set the arbitrary will 
of a few masters of special privilege. The 
principal transportation lines of the coun- 
try are so operated as to eliminate competi- 
tion. Between railroads and other monopo- 
lies controlling great natural resources and 
most of the necessaries of life there exists 
a ‘community of interests in all cases and 
an identity of ownership in many. 

During this debate there has been much 
talk about the country having ‘ hysteria.’ 
Magazine writers and press correspondents 
have been denounced, and there would seem 
to be am agreement that they are to be pur- 
sued and discredited, lest they lodge in the 
popular mind a wrongful estimate of the 
public service.

quiries were promoted in Europe, in behalf 
of San Francisco, respecting the subject of 
city planning. About a year ago Mr. Daniel 
H. Burnham made a study for an improved. 
street plan with civic center and so forth 
for certain portions of San . Francisco, 
Some of Mr. Burnham's sketches were re- 
produced in Sunday’s Trisune. Presuma- 
bly he would have suggested still greater 
changes had he been considering the fire 
swept San Francisco of today. The re- 
builders must at the outeet decide whether 
his scheme, or even some still more drastic 
one, shall be perfected and adopted as the 
basis of the new San Francisco, or whether 
the old street plan shall be perpetuated. 
History proves that it is by no means an 
easy matter to secure an idealistic rear 
rangement of streets after an urban district 
has been cleared by a great fire. Sir 
Christopher Wren proposed such a rear 
rangement in place of the haphazard street 
lines of the heart of London after the great 
fire. But people were too little impressed 
with the advantages of the plan and too im- 
patient of delay to permit of ite acceptance. 
London was rebuilt practically on the old 
street lines—and millions upon millions of 
dollars have been spent within the last half 
century in merely correcting these lines at 
some few points. Chicago was rebuilt after 
1871 on the precise ante-fire street plan. 
Certain street widenings and changes of 
grade were made in Baltimore after the 
fire there two years ago, but these changes 
were limited in extent and involved no 
essential modification of the general street 
scheme. People were so clamorously eager 
to get their places of busitess rebuilt, and 


be separated from those whose only fault 
had been a lack of business capacity. 

A great deal of this work of caring for 
the deserving poor is done now through 
private or semi-private agency, The old 
people's homes, the homes for incurables, 
soldiers’ hames, and the like have taken 
much of this work off the hands of the 
county. But there is more of it to do than 
the means now provided are sufficient for. 
The state could take it up from the point 
where private benevolence leaves it. The 
expense could be divided among the counties 
in proportion to the number of inmates each 
county sends, so there would be no objec- 
tion on the groum of one county getting 
more than its share. 

The prineipal objection would come from 
those who believe that the conduct of the 
state charitable inetitutions has been for 
some time a scandal, and who fear that 
larger opportunities for graft would be 
the only outcome.

Publicity is 
more likely to accomplish that result in the 
case of the state, with the merit system, 
than in the case of a coutity under the con- 
trol of local bosses.
